Re: Officer-Involved Shooting (OIS10-005) 

Dear Commissioners: 

This letter is a report summarizing the investigative findings for Officer-Involved 
Shooting, OIS 10-005. This summary report is directed to the Police Commission 
pursuant to Department General Order 8.11, Section II.1.1 (Rev. Sept. 21, 2005). 

After a thorough review of the incident, including the Homicide Detail investigation, 
the Internal Affairs Division investigation,, and the charging decisions of the San 
Francisco District Attorney's Office, the .incident is summarized as follows. 

1) Incident History Summary . > 

On Saturday/July 3, 2010 at approximately 01:31 hours, Officer #1 and Officer #2 were 
working together. Both officers, were assigned to the Criminal Investigations Unit (CIU) 
and worked in a plain clothes capacity. Officer #2 was driving an unmarked police 
vehicle that was not equipped with lights and siren; Officer #1 was the passenger. 

Officer #1 and Officer #2 were on the 300 block of Columbus Avenue when they both 
saw a group of approximately 25-30 people engaged in a verbal altercation. They could 
hear screaming and arguing through an open window as they were driving parallel to 
the crowd. They were in their unmarked police vehicle approximately fifteen feet away 
in the #2 lane on Columbus Avenue. Both officers believed that they were witnessing a 
gang-related confrontation. 

Officer #1 then heard what he believed was the sound of firecrackers. Officer #1 saw 
Suspect #1 holding a gun and shooting it numerous times in the direction of the crowd. 
It appeared that Suspect #1 was with other subjects.

Officer #1 saw multiple people drop onto the street. Officer #1 said he visually focused 
on Suspect #1 who was still holding the gun. Officer #2 also witnessed Suspect #1 
shoot into the crowd. Officer #1 was seated in the police vehicle and not in a "tactical 
position" to stop and engage Suspect #1 as Jwas firing into the crowd. Officer #1 
exited the vehicle and followed as Suspect #1 fled north on Columbus Avenue to north 
on Grant Avenue. Officer #2 drove north on Grant Avenue to cut off the path of escape 
of Suspect #1. 

During his foot pursuit of Suspect #1, Officer #1 assessed the area and' saw that 
businesses in this immediate area were closed and no other people were around. 
Officer #1 placed himself in a position of cover behind two vehicles at approximately 
Grant Avenue as he saw Suspect #1 and an unknown ^^^neet and start walking 
north on Grant Avenue. Officer #1 identified himself and ordered the subject to drop 
the weapon. Both Suspect #1 and the other unidentified^^^ were approx imat ely 
twenty feet away from Officer #1. Suspect #1 stopped walking and turned to ^|left 
facing Officer #1. Suspect #1 was holding the gun ir^^^ight hand. ^ raised the gun 
and pointed it in the direction of Officer #1. Officer #1 saw this action and felt that he 
was in serious danger. Officer #1 did not know where his partner was located. Officer 
#1 feared for his life, the life of his partner, and he believed that Suspect #1 had just 
committed numerous homicides. 

Officer #1 discharged his Department-issued firearm one time at Suspect #1, but ^flwas 
not struck. Suspect #1 was taken into custody with assistance from Officer #2. The 
bullet hit the wall at^^|Grant Avenue. Crime Scene Investigations later located the 
bullet strike to the building and found small bullet fragments a few feet away. 

The description and direction of travel of other suspects fleeing east on Fresno Alley 
from Grant Avenue was broadcast. 

Officer #3 arrived on scene and assisted in detaining Suspect #1. Suspect #2 and 
Suspect #3 were subsequently detained at Romolo and Fresno Alley by backup units 
who were monitoring the radio broadcast of the direction of fleeing suspects. Suspect 
#2 was found to have a bullet hole in ^ shoe but was not injured. 

Officer #2 located a discarded handgun on Fresno Alley just east of Grant Avenue. The 
hammer was in a cocked position. 

Three victims, all of whom survived, and numerous witnesses were located from the 
shooting that occurred on Columbus Avenue,

2) Criminal Investigation Summary 

The location of th is incident included two crime scenes: the areas of Columbus 
Avenue and Grant Avenue. The weather conditions were clear and cool. It was a 
Saturday night and this area is a popular corridor for restaurants and nightlife. 

Crime Scene Investigators responded to the scene and prepared a written report and 
diagram. Photo Lab also responded, taking photos and recording a crime scene video. 

Items of evidence that were processed included the following: numerous casings and 
bullet fragments in the area of ^JColumbus Avenue, the discarded handgun located at 
Fresno Alley and Grant Avenue (a 40 Smith and Wesson caliber Sig Sauer SP 2340 
semiautomatic pistol), Officer #l's handgun (a 40 Smith and Wesson caliber Sig Sauer 
Model P226 semiautomatic pistol), and a single casing that Officer #1'secured after his 
shooting. 

Officer #l's pistol was examined and found to be within manufacturers specifications. 
The single casing secured by Officer #1 was determined to have been fired from his 
pistol. Based on the bullet count, a single round was expended from this firearm which 
was consistent with Officer #l's statement. 

The bullet fragments and casings located on Columbus Avenue were determined to 
have been fired from the discarded above described Sig Sauer SP 2340 semiautomatic 
pistol found at Fresno Alley and Grant Avenue. The pistol was found to be functional. 
A DNA test on the firearm grip included Suspect #1 as a possible contributor to the 
mixture of DNA found. Suspect #2 was excluded. 

Suspect #1 and #2 were arrested on counts of attempted murder, conspiracy, carrying a 
concealed weapon with a gang enhancement. 

Suspect #3 was originally arrested for a parole violation and harboring, concealing or 
aiding a principal in a felony. It was later determined that this subject had no 
involvement in the incident. 

The District Attorney's office charged Suspect #1 and this case is currently proceeding 
through superior court. 

Witness Statements 

Witness statements were gathered during the criminal and administrative 
investigations. Fourteen civilian witnesses were interviewed during the criminal 
investigation, and this case is still proceeding through the criminal justice system. No 
civilian came forward who witnessed the officer-involved shooting. The focus of this 
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Officer-Involved Shooting Summary Report - OIS Case 10-005 

report is an administrative review of the actions of the officers involved related to the 
officer-involved shooting. ' Section #1 of this report contains information related to 
statements gathered during those interviews, specifically Officer #l's detailed account. 
A synopsis of Officer #2's statement is provided below. 

Officer #2 

Officer #2 said that he was working with Officer #1 and assigned to the Criminal 
Investigations Unit/in a plain clothes capacity. Officer #2 said that they were on patrol 
in the area of Columbus Street, and he was the driver of the unmarked vehicle. While 
driving north on Columbus Avenue from Broadway Street, Officer #2 saw a group of 
people in a verbal argument. It appeared to Officer #2 that gang activity was afoot. 

Suspect #1 appeared to be with several other people near Columbus Avenue, 
arguing with another group of people. Suspect #1 pulled out a black semiautomatic 
handgun and began to fire the gun in the direction of a crowd of people on Columbus 
Avenue. Suspect #1 was backing up as | was shooting. Suspect #2, who was behind 
Suspect #1, appeared to be pulling Suspect #1 backwards. An unknown person in a 
white shirt with a red cloth belt appeared also to be with Suspect #1 as well. 

Officer #2 said that he observed the shooting from approximately fifteen feet away. 
Officer #2 believed that Suspect #1 fired between four to six shots. People were 
running away from Suspect #1. Officer #2 said that he could not shoot at Suspect #1 
because of his position with relation to his partner and bystanders. Suspect #1 made eye 
contact with the officers and took off running north on Columbus Avenue onto Grant 
Avenue. 

Officer #2 said that he followed all the suspects onto Grant Avenue. As Officer #1 got 
out of the vehicle near the corner of Grant Avenue and Columbus Avenue, Officer #2 
continued to drive up the block to cut off the suspect's escape route at Fresno Alley. 
Officer #2 lost sight of Officer #1 between two cars as he drove forward. Officer #2 
heard Officer #1 say, "Drop the Gun." Officer #2 heard what he believed were two 
shots, but did not see the officer-involved shooting. Officer #2 got out of the vehicle, 
took Suspect #1 down to the ground/and placed^^J in handcuffs. Officer #2 heard 
Officer #1 say that Suspect #1 handed the gun off and the suspects were going down 
Fresno Alley. Officer #2 began to canvas for outstanding suspects and the firearm. 
Officer #2 located a discarded handgun on the ground near Fresno Alley and Grant. 

Officer #2 identified Suspect #2 as the person who was pulling back on Suspect #1 
during the shooting on Columbus Avenue.

3) Force Analysis 

The following statute and Department General Order provisions were considered in the 
evaluation of this use of force event: 

Penal Code Section 835a: 

f 

Any peace officer who has reasonable cause to believe that the person to be arrested has 
committed a public offense may use reasonable force to effect the arrest, to prevent 
escape or to overcome resistance. 

A peace officer who makes or attempts to make an arrest need not retreat or desist from 
his efforts by reason of the resistance or threatened resistance of the person being 
arrested; nor shall such officer be deemed an aggressor or lose his right to self-defense 
by the use of reasonable force to effect the arrest or to prevent escape or to overcome 
resistance. 

Department General Order 5.01 (Use of Force) states, in part: 

D. CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (IN ASCENDING ORDER OF 
GRAVITY) 

1. When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officers shall, to the extent 
possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more forceful 
measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would not be 
adequate, or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to be 
inadequate. The scale of options, in order of increasing severity, is set forth 
below: 

a. Verbal Persuasion 

b. Physical Control (e.g., passive resister, bent wrist control, excluding the 
carotid restraint) 

c. Liquid Chemical Agent (Mace/Oleoresin Capsicum) 

d. Carotid Restraint 

e. Department-Issued Baton 

f. Firearm 

2 It is not the intent of the order to require officers to try each of the options 
before escalating to the next. 1 Clearly, good judgment and the circumstances of 
each situation will dictate the level at which an officer will start. Officers using 
any type of force are accountable for its use. 

Department General Order 5.01 continues: 

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 
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Officer-Involved Shooting Summary Report - OIS Case 10-005 

1. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense. 

b. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

c. To effect the lawful arrest/detention of persons resisting or attempting 
to evade that arrest/detention. 

d. In self-defense or in the defense of another person. 

2. Before using force, the officer should consider these questions: 

a. What actions on the part of the suspect justify the use of force? 

b. What crime is being or has been committed? 

c. Does the situation require the immediate use of force? 

Department General Order 5.02 (Use of Firearms) states, in part: 

2. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES, Officers may discharge a firearm in 
any of the following circumstances: 

a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that he/she is in imminent danger of death or 
serious bodily injury. 

b. In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person is in imminent danger of death 
or serious bodily injury. 

c. To make an arrest when: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the suspect has 
committed or attempted to commit a felony involving the use or 
threatened use of deadly force; and 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk 
exists that the person to be arrested will cause death or serious 
bodily injury if his/her apprehension is delayed; and 

(3) After all other reasonable means of apprehension and control 
have been exhausted. 

3. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if to do so would not increase the danger 
to the officer or others, a verbal warning to submit to the authority of the officer 
shall be given prior to the use of deadly force. 

Officer #1 and Officer #2 witnessed a life-threatening, violent confrontation involving a 
firearm. Officer #1 reasonably believed Suspect #1 had just committe d an aggravated 
assault with a firearm. Officer #1 followed Suspect #1 and ordered to drop 
firearm. Suspect #1 turned towards Officer #1 direction and raised ^Harm while 
holding the firearm. Officer #1 was permitted to use reasonable force to effect an arrest, 
defend himself, and defend others.

Based on the findings of this investigation. Officer #1 had reasonable cause to believe 
that he and others were facing an imminent threat of death or serious bodily injury 
from Suspect #l's violent actions. Additionally, Officer #1 had reasonable cause to 
believe that Suspect #1 committed a life-threatening crime of violence and a substantial 
risk existed that ^would cause death or serious bodily injury if H apprehension was 
delayed. All other reasonable means of apprehension and control had been exhausted 
and verbal orders were given. Due to the speed of this rapidly unfolding event, a 
verbal warning did not appear feasible. 

4) Policy and Procedure Review 

As covered in the previous section. Department General Order 5.02, I.C.2 defines 
permissible circumstances in which an officer may discharge a firearm. 

It was determined through this investigation that the actions of Officer #1 in response to 
the circumstances leading to the discharge of his firearm were appropriate and 
consistent with Department policy and procedure. 

5) Firearm Discharge Review Board Summary and Findings 

After the investigations by the Homicide unit and the Internal Affairs Division were 
completed, OIS 10-005 was brought before the 4 th Quarter 2010 Firearm Discharge 
Review Board (FDRB) on December 21, 2010. 

a) Summary of Witness Testimony Before the FDRB 

The investigation findings in this case were presented by the IAD investigator. There 
was no additional witness testimony before the board for this incident. 

b) Summary of FDRB Discussion 

The investigative conclusions were accepted by the FDRB. 

c) Findings Per General Order 3.10 

After reviewing the known facts and investigative conclusions in this case, the FDRB 
unanimously voted to accept the recommended finding of "In Policy." Former Chief 
George Gascon concurred with the FDRB findings. 

6) Recommendations Per General Order 3.10 

There were no recommendations to policy or procedure made by the FDRB.

Findings: 

On Saturday July 3 rd , 2010 at approximately 0131 hours, Criminal Investigations 
Unit (CIU) members, Inspector John Newman #1481 and Sergeant Jon Kasper #68 
were in a vehicle driving north bound on the 300 block of Columbus Ave from 
Broadway. 

Sergeant Kasper was driving an unmarked police vehicle that was not equipped 
with lights and siren. Inspector Newman was in the front passenger seat, and 
both officers were in plain clothes. 

Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper both said that they saw between 25-30 
people in a verbal argument in front of ^^lolumbus Ave (Little Darlings Strip 
Club). Inspector Newman said that people in the argument were gang affiliated 
based on the following; people involved were wearing red clothing, others in blue 
and some were flashing gang signs. 

Inspector Newman saw a unknown off H coat ar| d start 

screaming and yelling, then he heard what he thought were firecrackers. 

Inspector Newman then saw a suspect identified as^^H firing a handgun 
randomly at people in the direction of the^^^^^^^B^ho had taken l| coat 
off. 

Inspector Newman saw multiple people drop onto the ground. Inspector Newman 
said that he was not in a "tactical position" to stop and engage^^^Jwho was 
firing into the crowd. Inspector Newman was still seated in the vehicle. 
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■HBA/alked rapidly north bound on Columbus Ave towards Grant Ave, then east 
bound on Grant Street. Numerous people were fleeing in the same direction of 
■■Inspector Newman exited the vehicle in pursuit of ^^BSergeant Kasper 
drove east bound on Grant Street to cut off ^^^■scape route. 

^^■ppeared to be meeting up with another^^B along the building line on 
Grant Ave and they both continued to walk east bound on Grant Street. Inspector 
Newman saw a closed business in front of the suspect; Inspector Newman took a 
position of cover behind a parked vehicle at approximately Grant Street and 
drew his firearm. Inspector Newman yelled twice at the suspects "San Francisco 
Police drop the weapon". Inspector Newman had his star displayed on his belt 
and his radio microphone was draped across his chest. 

^^■urned to ■ left and pointed a gun at Inspector Newman and Inspector 
Newman discharged his firearm at^^^Hlnspector Newman stated, "I knew I was 
in danger, I didn't know where my partner was, I feared for my life and I took one 
shot approximately 20 feet away". 

Inspector Newman ordered ^^Bto get on the ground; ■complied and was 
taken into custody/^^Bwas not injured. Inspector Newman discharged round 
hit the wall at Grant Street. The other unknown ^^|who was with^^B 
ran east bound on Grant Ave, then south bound onto Fresno. 

Sergeant Kasper did not see Inspector Newman discharge his firearm, but heard 
one shot. Sergeant Kasper found a handgun on the ground approximately two 
businesses away from where Inspector Newman engaged ^^B 


The Flomicide Detail and the District Attorney's Office conducted a criminal 
investigation of the incident. 

The DA's Office has not reached a disposition on this incident as of this date. 
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An officer involved shooting administrative investigation was conducted by 
Sergeant Martha Juarez #1800 of the Internal Affairs Division. Sergeant Juarez 
found that Officer Newman's discharge of his firearm and actions were 
appropriate under the circumstances and were consistent with department policy 
and procedure. Department General Order 5.01 (Use of Force) and 5.02 (Use of 
Firearm) were used to evaluate the incident. 

DGO 5.02 C.2. Permissible Circumstances. Officers may discharge a firearm in any 
of the following circumstances: 

a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has reasonable 
cause to believe that he/she is in imminent danger of death or serious 
bodily injury. 

b. In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person is in imminent danger of death 
or serious bodily injury. 

It was reasonable for Inspector Newman to discharge his firearm in self defense 
and others. 

Inspector John Newman's actions were consistent with Department policies and 
training. The Internal Affairs Division recommended findings are In Policy. 

Inspector Newman's Internal Affairs complaint history shows no history of any 
prior officer involved shooting incidents. 

The fourth quarter Firearms discharge Review Board reviewed this case on 
December 21 st , 2010. Their finding was "In Policy".

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INVESTIGATIVE FINDINGS: 

Incident Overview; 

On Saturday, July 3, 2010 at approximately 0131 hours, Inspector John Newman #1481 
and Sergeant Jon Kasper #68 were working together in plainclothes capacity. Both 
Officers are assigned to the Criminal Investigations Unit (CIU) and were working 1900- 
0500 hours. Sergeant Kasper was driving an unmarked Ford Taurus police vehicle that 
was not equipped with lights and siren; Inspector Newman was the passenger. Inspector 
Newman was in plainclothes attire with his Police Star visible and worn on his belt. He 
also had his Police microphone draped across his body, clearly visible. 

Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper were on the 300 block of Columbus Ave when 
they both saw a group of 25-30 people engaged in some kind of verbal altercation. 
Inspector Newman could hear screaming and arguing through his open window as they 
were driving parallel to the crowd. They were in their unmarked police vehicle 
approximately 15’ away in the #2 lane on Columbus Ave. Inspector Newman thought to 
himself,“Looks like there’s something ready to happed’and he recalled Sergeant Kasper 
saying, “Whafs up here?’ 
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Inspector Newman saw an unknown off^Jcoat and start screaming 

and yelling at another unknown person, then Newman heard what he believed were 
firecrackers. Inspector Newman saw alater identified as suspect 
holding a gun and shooting it numerous times in the direction of the first 
who was standing in a crowd. 

Inspector Newman saw multiple people drop onto the street and visually ‘locks on’ to 
If^^^vho was still holding the gun. Sgt. Kasper also witnessed ^^|shoot into the 
crowd. Inspector Newman was seated in the police vehicle and not in a “tactical 
position” to stop and engage ® w as firing into the crowd. Newman exited the 

vehicle as N/B Columbus Av to E/B Grant Av. Sgt. Kasper drove E/B Grant to 

cut off the path of escape for Inspector Newman followed lHwalked 

rapidly towards Grant and it appeared to Inspector Newman that ^^|was about to meet 
up with another person waiting for 

During his foot pursuit of ^^^(inspector Newman assessed the area and saw that 
businesses on the block were closed and no other persons were around.

Inspector Newman placed himself in a position of cover behind two vehicles at 
approximately ^B Grant Av as he saw ^^Band an unknown ^^^neet up and start 
walking east up Grant Ave. Insp. Newman yelled out twice,“San Francisco Police drop 
the weapon!’ Both^^Band the other ^^^vere approximately twenty feet away from 
Inspector Newman. ^^B sto PP e d walking and turned to B left facing Inspector 
Newman. ^^B wa s holding the gun in B right hand, raised it and pointed it in the 
direction of Inspector Newman. Inspector Newman saw the threat and felt he was in 
danger, he did not know where his partner was and he felt his life was being threatened. 
Inspector Newman feared for his life, the life of his partner and he“truly believed’^^H 
had just committed numerous homicides. 

Inspector Newman discharged his Department-issued firearm at lBB once - Inspector 
Newman missed and ^^B was not injured. The missed round hit the wall at ^^jGrant 
St. CSI located the bullet strike to the building and found small bullet fragments a few 
feet away. There were no other gunshot victims from the immediate area from where 
Inspector Newman discharged his weapon. 
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Inspector Newman detained ^^|and simultaneously broadcasted the description and 
direction of travel of two other subjects fleeing S/B on Fresno from Grant Ave. 


Officer Yuen #1680 had just arrived and Insp. Newman had him detain ^^^as he 
responded back to Columbus St to check the condition of the shooting victims. Inspector 
Newman located three gunshot victims (one of the gunshot victims was later identified as 
suspect ^^^|^|who had bullet hole in l^shoe only) in front of the area of 
Columbus and requested paramedics. Insp. Newman knew he had two crime scenes. The 
first crime scene was at Columbus in front of Little Darlings strip club. The second 
was his crime scene where he discharged his weapon at ^^Grant Av. The first crime 
scene was secured by arriving police units so Insp. Newman returned to Insp. 

Newman verified that^^H was n °t injured and asked if H nee ded medical attention. 
HH was not injured so Insp. Newman conducted a pat search for weapons to no avail. 
Insp. Newman instructed Officer Yuen to place 
advised Communications that he witnessed the shooting and advised that this incident 
was an Officer-Involved shooting. Sergeant Kasper didn’t witness Insp. Newman 
discharge his weapon at the subject but as he responded on foot towards Insp. Newman’s 
location, he located a discarded firearm on Fresno St at Grant Av. 


'nto custody. Inspector Newman 
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The Homicide detail booked three subjects and the found firearm which was located by 
Sgt. Kasper. Two victims were treated at San Francisco General Hospital for gunshot 
wounds and several witnesses were interviewed regarding this incident.

Inspector Newman wasn’t able to broadcast this transmission until approximately 5-10 
seconds after it had occurred.

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Newman’s Internal Affairs Interview 

On July 31, 2010 at 15:30hrs, I interviewed Inspector JohnHay’Newman #1481 at the 
Internal Affairs Division office. Inspector Newman provided a compelled statement, and 
he was represented by POA Attorney Christopher Shea. Inspector Newman gave a 
voluntary statement to Homicide Inspectors the day after the incident. The following is a 
synopsis of the administrative interview. Note, there were no significant inconsistencies 
in the statements provided by Inspector Newman. 

Inspector Newman was actively looking at a verbal altercation. Newman heard what he 
believed was gunfire. 

{Newman) I knew in my mind, I didn’t know if | had just killed people. I mean, I can 
tell, I can.. I knew | shot, you know, from, from shooting a lot in my career., at, at the 
police range, tactical attack, I knew ^fired at least four to six rounds. And I knew it 
was a crowd, and I knew there was a lot ofpeople there. And I didn’t know if I had 
multiple, uh homicide victims or not. I knew I had, I had people going down and hurt. 

After hearing the gunfire, 

I kept my eye on the shooter, and I did not want to let get through that crowd and get 
away from me. So, I kept an eye on ||. And uh, you know, uh, just more or less

citizens that were in the area that were walking down from Grant onto Columbus, not 
knowing what they 're walking into, that this ^^posed a great threat to the community.

I let get out of the 
crowd as far as I could before I could take ^^on where Ifelt it was at tactical place to 
take on.

Why did you discharge your weapon? 

To stop the threat. I was shooting to stop the threat of this individual. I had just 
witnessed shoot, not knowing the medical condition of these people.

When I gave the order, the person that I saw fire, turned, posing the weapon to me, which 
I felt was a threat to me, and I shot to stop that threat. And I knew I couldn’t shoot upper 
body, because the window and you know, there were people around, and | was on the

Crime Scene Investigation 

Sergeants Thomas Walsh and Paul Weggenmann from Crime Scene Investigations 
responded to the scene and processed the evidence. 
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The CSI report is attached including the sketches of the primary and secondary crime 
scenes. The completed report contained in this report. See Attachment O 

The primary crime scene, Drawing A, depicts blood from the victims, numerous casings 
and bullet fragments fired from the suspects’ weapon. 

The secondary crime scene, Drawing B, depicts the scene as found from the officer- 
involved shooting. CSI found a bullet strike at^^jGrant Av, bullet fragments from the 
strike and a found Sig Arms pistol located at Fresno and Grant Av.

The following items were processed into evidence: 

• Inspector Newman’s department-issued Sig Sauer P226, with a total of 12 
cartridges. 1 round expended. 

• One (1) Sig Arms, Model SP2340 .40 caliber 

• Photos were taken of Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper in their attire 
following the incident. 

Sgt. Weggenman went to retrieve Inspector Newman’s weapon and prior to handing it 
over to Sgt. Weggenman; Inspector Newman rendered the weapon safe. 
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Insp. Newman removed the magazine and locked the slide to the rear. The cartridge that 
came out of the weapon was also retrieved by Sgt. Weggenman. Insp. Newman handed 
Sgt. Weggenman the cartridge from the shot he fired. Inspector Newman stated in his 
Homicide interview that numerous persons were running in the area and he didn’t want to 
lose the casing in the crowd so he had picked it up and placed it in his shirt pocket to be 
preserved as evidence. 

Inspector Newman’s weapon was loaded with 12 rounds and 11 were in the magazine. 
Inspector Newman had an extra magazine in his possession. All of the head stamps in 
Inspector Newman’s weapon were identical; Winchester 40 S&W. The bullets issued at 
the San Francisco Police Range are Winchester 40 S&W. 

The Sig Arms .40 caliber handgun recovered at the secondary crime scene by CSI after 
the incident had one in the chamber and two in the magazine. A partial print was located 
on the magazine and AFIS quality has yet to be determined. 
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Crime Lab Analysis 


Inspector Newman’s Department-issued .40 caliber Sig Sauer P226 serial

found to be functional using the submitted magazine. The trigger pull was determined to 
be within manufacturer’s specifications. 

It was determined the casing found at Crime Scene #2 was fired from Insp. Newman’s 
P226, but the fragments found were not. 

Located at the primary crime scene, Drawing A, were four fired copper bullet jackets and 
six fired Smith and Wesson cartridge casings (1 Federal, 4 Remington-Peters, and 1 
Winchester). All the above were fired from the found Sig Arms .40 caliber handgun.

Homicide Investigation 

The Homicide Detail of the San Francisco Police Department conducted a criminal 
investigation into this officer-involved shooting incident. The investigation was 
conducted by Inspector Gianrico Pierucci #1604 and then Inspector Joseph Engler #239. 
The investigation was obtained and reviewed as part of this administrative investigation.

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Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper were interviewed by the Homicide Detail and 
gave voluntary statements.

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CONCLUSION: 

The following statute and Department General Order provisions should be considered in 
the evaluation of this investigation: 


Penal Code Section 835a: 

Any peace officer who has reasonable cause to believe that the person to be 
arrested has committed a public offense may use reasonable force to effect the 
arrest, to prevent escape or to overcome resistance. 

A peace officer who makes or attempts to make an arrest need not retreat or desist 
from his efforts by reason of the resistance or threatened resistance of the person 
being arrested; nor shall such officer be deemed an aggressor or lose his right to 
self-defense by the use of reasonable force to effect the arrest or to prevent escape 
or to overcome resistance. 

San Francisco Department General Order 5.01 (Use of Force) 


D. CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (IN ASCENDING ORDER OF 
GRAVITY) 


1. When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officers shall, to the extent 
possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more forceful 
measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would not be adequate, 
or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to be inadequate. The scale 
of options, in order of increasing severity, is set forth below: 

a. Verbal Persuasion 

b. Physical Control (e.g., passive resister, bent wrist control, excluding the 

carotid restraint) 

c. Liquid Chemical Agent (Mace/Oleoresin Capsicum) 

d. Carotid Restraint 

e. Department-Issued Baton 

f. Firearm 
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2. It is not the intent of the order to require officers to try each of the options 
before escalating to the next. Clearly, good judgment and the circumstances of 
each situation will dictate the level at which an officer will start. Officers using 
any type of force are accountable for its use.

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense. 

b. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

c. To effect the lawful arrest/detention of persons resisting or attempting to 
evade that arrest/detention. 

d. In self-defense or in the defense of another person. 


San Francisco General Order 5.02 


C. DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS 

1. REASONABLE METHODS OF APPREHENSION. Officers shall not 
discharge a firearm in the performance of their duties except in the circumstances 
described below in Section I. C. 2. and only after all other reasonable methods and 
procedures of apprehension and control have failed. “Other reasonable methods 
and procedures of apprehension and control” shall be based upon the officer’s 
capabilities at the time of the discharge, the nature and immediacy of the threat, 
the extent of the threat to innocent persons, the nature of the crime, and the 
suspect’s reputation for violence. 


2. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers may discharge a firearm 
in any of the following circumstances: 


a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has reasonable 

cause to believe that he/she is in imminent danger of death or serious 

bodily injury. 
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b. In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person is in imminent danger of 
death or serious bodily injury. 

c. To make an arrest when: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the suspect has committed or 
attempted to commit a felony involving the use or threatened use of deadly force; 
and 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists that the 
person to be arrested will cause death or serious bodily injury if his/her 
apprehension is delayed; and 

(3) After all other reasonable means of apprehension and control have been 
exhausted. 

d. To kill a dangerous animal or one that is so badly injured that humanity 
requires its removal from further suffering, and where other alternatives are 
impractical. 

e. To give an alarm or to call for help for an urgent purpose when no other 
means can be used. 


3. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if to do so would not increase the 
danger to the officer or others, a verbal warning to submit to the authority of the 
officer shall be given prior to the use of deadly force. 


4. ENDANGERING THE PUBLIC/RECKLESS DISCHARGE. Officers shall 
take extreme care when discharging their weapons so as not to endanger innocent 
persons or jeopardize property. The discharging of firearms in a reckless and 
irresponsible manner, or while under the influence of any substance likely to 
impair physical or mental processes, is prohibited and subject to disciplinary 
action by the Department, whether the incident occurs within or outside the City 
and County limits. 
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4. PROHIBITED CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers shall not discharge firearms under 
any of the following circumstances: 

a. As a warning. 

b. At or from a moving vehicle unless the circumstances come within the 

provisions as set forth in Section I., C., 2. a., b., c. of this order. 

c. In misdemeanor cases, except if the circumstances come within the 
provisions as set forth in Section I., C., 2, a., b. of this order. 

d. In circumstances that do not require police action. 

e. At a moving vehicle with the intent to disable it.

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Findings: 


Did Inspector Newman #1481 discharge his Department-issued firearm in 
accordance with Department policy and procedure? 

Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper encountered a verbal confrontation between a 
group of^Hon Columbus Av and Broadway. One^^Jstarted to discharge a firearm 
into the crowd and both Officers saw many persons fall to the ground and many others 
start running in all directions. Inspector Newman exited his vehicle to engage the 
suspect, all the while keeping a constant visual on the ^^|who was now walking from 
Columbus towards Grant Av. Tactically trained, Inspector Newman was aware he 
couldn’t take on the subject in the crowd and proceeded to follow to a position where 
it was safe and away from the crowds. 


Inspector Newman took a position of cover behind two vehicles in front of ^^jGrant 
Av and was approximately 20 feet from the suspect when he verbally identified himself 
and ordered the subject to drop the gun. The subject turned and faced Inspector Newman 
while raising the gun with Bright hand. Inspector Newman discharged his firearm once 
in defense of himself and others because he had reasonable cause to believe that he and 
others were in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. 
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Inspector Newman stated the single discharge caused the suspect to drop to the ground 
and piace ^Jhands behind Neither the subject nor anyone else was injured 

from Inspector Newman’s discharge. There was some building damage from a bullet 
strike located at Grant Av, 

It has been determined through this investigation that the discharge of the firearm was 
appropriate under the circumstances and was consistent with Department policy and 
procedure at time of discharge. The findings indicate that Inspector Newman discharged 
his firearm with reasonable belief that he and others were imminent danger of death or 
serious bodily injury. 

Therefore, it is recommended that Inspector John ‘‘Jay” Newman’s actions be deemed 
in Policy.

On July 9, 2010 at 13:00 hours, pursuant to Department General Order 8.11, a panel to 
review OIS 10-005 (SFPD case #100609942) was convened. The incident occurred on 
July 3, 2010 and the member involved in the discharge was Inspector John Newman 
#1481 assigned to a plainclothes detail at the Criminal investigations Unit. 

The members involved in this incident were debriefed by the Behavioral Science Unit on 
July 3, 2010. 

The purpose of this panel's review was to determine if it is appropriate to return this 
member to his regular duty assignment. 

The panel considered all of the preliminary criminal investigation information provided 
by the Homicide Detail. The Management Control Division recommended that Inspector 
Newman participate in the standard training following all Officer-Involved Shootings. 

This training will include the following: post-discharge firearm debrief at the Police 
Range and a modified Force Options simulations training course at the Academy. 

The panel unanimously recommended that Inspector Newman be returned to his 
regular duty assignment without restriction effective after concurrence of the Chief of 
Police and review by the Police Commission in closed session on July 14, 2010.

What are the circumstances related to Officer-Involved Shooting 10-005 involving 
Inspector John Newman #1481? 

Discussion: 

Incident Overview: 

On Saturday, July 3, 2010 at approximately 03 3 1 hours. Inspector John Newman 
#1481 and Sergeant Jon Kasper #68 were working together in a plainclothes 
capacity. Both Officers are assigned to the Criminal Investigations Unit (ClU) 
and working 1900-0500 hours. Sergeant Kasper was driving an unmarked police 
vehicle (Ford Taurus) that was not equipped with lights and siren, and Inspector 
Newman was the passenger. Inspector Newman was not wearing his dress jacket 
but his Police Star was visible and worn on his belt. He also had his Police mic 
draped across his body, clearly visible. 

Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper were on the 300 block of Columbus Av 
when they both saw a group of 25-30 people engaged in some kind of verbal 
altercation. Inspector Newman could hear screaming and arguing through his 
open window; as they were driving parallel to the crowd approximately 15’ away 
in tiie if2 lane. Inspector Newman thought to himself, “looks like there’s 
something ready to happen’" and he recalled Sergeant Kasper say, “What’s up 
here?”

Inspector Newman saw a off l^coat and start screaming and 

yelling then heard what he believed were firecrackers but saw another 
later known as suspect ^^^|^^Biolding a gun and shooting numerous times in 
the direction of the ^^|who was screaming. 

Inspector Newman saw multiple people drop to the ground and said he visually 
‘locks on’ to the^^Hwho was holding the gun. Sgt. Kasper also saw |^B 
shoot into the crowd. ^^|fled N/B Columbus Av to E/B Grant with another 
subject, identity to be determined. 

Inspector Newman was not in a “tactical position” to stop the ^^|from a seated 
position in the vehicle. Sgt. Kasper drove E/B Grant to cut off ^^|and the other 
unknown subject. Inspector Newman exited the vehicle on Grant just east of 
Columbus Av. Inspector Newman chased the^^Band the other subject up 
Grant Av from Columbus. Inspector Newman saw both subjects, and yelled out, 
“Police, drop the weapon!” Both^^H an d the other subject were approximately 
20’ away from Inspector Newman. turned to H left facing Inspector 

Newman. was holding the gun in ^Bright hand and pointed it in the 

direction of Inspector Newman. Inspector Newman, fearing for his life, the life of 
his partner and believing that ^^H ma Y have just committed several homicides, 
fired his Department-issued firearm at Inspector Newman missed and 

didn’t injure^^^BThe round possibly hit HH rant St but CSI has yet to 
confirm that belief. There were no other gunshot victims other than those 
identified in the Police Incident Report. 

Inspector Newman detained ^^|and broadcasted the description and direction 
of travel of the second subject (S/B Fresno). Inspector Newman went back to 
check on the victims and ordered paramedics. Newman also attempted to preserve 
both crime scenes until more units arrived. Sergeant Kasper didn’t see Inspector 
Newman fire his weapon at the subject from his position. Sgt. Kasper located a 
discarded firearm near Fresno and Grant as he was approaching Inspector 
Newman to assist him. 

Per Flomicide, three suspects were booked regarding this incident along with the 
firearm that was located by Sgt. Kasper. Three victims were treated a San 
Francisco General Hospital for gunshot wounds.

Homicide Investigation 

This is an on-going criminal investigation. Inspector Gianrico Pierucchi, 

Homicide Detail, is the lead investigator with Inspector Joseph Engler. 

Information and witness interviews are still being gathered. The Homicide report 
and District Attorney findings will be sent to this office upon completion. 

Conclusion: 

The following statute and Department General Order provisions should be 
considered in the evaluation of this investigation: 

Penal Code Section 835a: 

Any peace officer who has reasonable cause to believe that the person to be 
arrested has committed a public offense may use reasonable force to effect 
the arrest, to prevent escape or to overcome resistance. 

A peace officer who makes or attempts to make an arrest need not retreat or 
desist from his efforts by reason of the resistance or threatened resistance of 
the person being arrested; nor shall such officer be deemed an aggressor or 
lose his right to self-defense by the use of reasonable force to effect the 
arrest or to prevent escape or to overcome resistance. 


San Francisco General Order 5.01 (Use of Force) 

D. CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (IN ASCENDING 
ORDER OFGRAVITY) 

1. When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officers shall, to the 
extent possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more 
forceful measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would 
not be adequate, or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to 
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be inadequate. The scale of options, in order of increasing severity, is set 
forth below: 

a. Verbal Persuasion 

b. Physical Control (e.g., passive resister, bent wrist control, 
excluding the carotid restraint) 

c. Liquid Chemical Agent (Mace/Oleoresin Capsicum) 

d. Carotid Restraint 

e. Department-Issued Baton 

f. Firearm 

2. It is not the intent of the order to require officers to try each of the 
options before escalating to the next. Clearly, good judgment and the 
circumstances of each situation will dictate the level at which an officer 
will start. Officers using any type of force are accountable for its use. 


San Francisco General Order 5.01 

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense. 

b. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

c. To effect the lawful arrest/detention of persons resisting or 
attempting to evade that arrest/detention. 

d. In self-defense or in the defense of another person. 


San Francisco General Order 5.02 
C. DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS 

1. REASONABLE METHODS OF APPREHENSION. Officers shall 
not discharge a firearm in the performance of their duties except in the 
circumstances described below in Section I. C. 2. and only after all other 
reasonable methods and procedures of apprehension and control have 
failed. “Other reasonable methods and procedures of apprehension and 
control” shall be based upon the officer’s capabilities at the time of the 
discharge, the nature and immediacy of the threat, the extent of the threat to 
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innocent persons, the nature of the crime, and the suspect’s reputation for 
violence. 

2. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers may discharge a 
firearm in any of the following circumstances: 

a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has 

reasonable cause to believe that he/she is in imminent danger of death or 

serious bodily injury. 

b. In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person is in imminent danger of 
death or serious bodily injury. 

c. To make an arrest when: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the suspect has 
committed or attempted to commit a felony involving the use or 
threatened use of deadly force; and 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists 
that the person to be arrested will cause death or serious bodily injury if 
his/her apprehension is delayed; and 

(3) After all other reasonable means of apprehension and control have been 
exhausted. 

d. To kill a dangerous animal or one that is so badly injured that humanity 
requires its removal from further suffering, and where other alternatives are 
impractical. 

e. To give an alarm or to call for help for an urgent purpose when no other 
means can be used. 

3. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if to do so would not increase the 
danger to the officer or others, a verbal warning to submit to the authority 
of the officer shall be given prior to the use of deadly force. 

4. ENDANGERING THE PUBLIC/RECKLESS DISCHARGE. Officers 
shall take extreme care when discharging their weapons so as not to 
endanger innocent persons or jeopardize property. The discharging of 
firearms in a reckless and irresponsible manner, or while under the 
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influence of any substance likely to impair physical or mental processes, is 
prohibited and subject to disciplinary action by the Department, whether 
the incident occurs within or outside the City and County limits. 

5. PROHIBITED CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers shall not discharge 
firearms under any of the following circumstances: 

a. As a warning. 

b. At or from a moving vehicle unless the circumstances come within the 

provisions as set forth in Section I., C., 2., a., b., c. of this order. 

c. In misdemeanor cases, except if the circumstances come within the 
provisions as set forth in Section I,, C., 2., a., b. of this order. 

d. In circumstances that do not require police action 

e. At a moving vehicle with the intent to disable it. 

The preliminary findings indicate that Inspector Newman discharged his firearm 
believing that he was in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. This 
investigation will examine whether or not he had “reasonable cause” to believe so. 

At the time of this preliminary Memorandum, Inspector Newman has not yet been 
interviewed for the administrative investigation. 


Recommendation: 

On July 9, 2010 at 1300 hours, the Return to Duty convened and unanimously 
voted to have Inspector Newman return to duty. 


Regarding Officer-Involved Shooting, the Management Control Division 
recommends that Inspector Newman respond to the Police Range for a “Post- 
Discharge Firearm Debrief’ and the Academy for Force Options simulator training 
prior to being returned to his regular field assignment. This training should not be 
considered punitive. 

I recommend that this investigation should proceed according to guidelines set 
forth in Department General Order 8.11.

At approximately 0130 hours they are driving in the area of Broadway/Columbus. Sgt. 
Kasper was the driver and he was the passenger in an unmarked Ford Taurus. Sergeant 
Kasper took a right after Romolo up Columbus. Driving along w/traffic; slowly. 

Newman’s attention is drawn to a large group of 25-30 people on the sidewalk. Newman 
stated the group was together. They were young 20 to 38yrs max. Based on his training and 
experience, he recognized them to be gang affiliated; some in red sweatshirts and red caps 
and blue sweatshirts. 

In Newman’s mind, “Could see issues”. All were moving in the northbound direction on 
Columbus Ave. Inspector Newman saw two i nto the strip joint at 

Columbus immediately. He wouldn’t be able to describe the first ^^|but the second H 
was small. 

During their observations, Insp. Newman and Sgt. Kasper are still in the car passing a bus 
stop in the #2 lane on Columbus. Newman had his window down. He described how he 
always has his window down and heard the subjects mouthing off to each other. He then 
says they are 15-20 feet away fro m the group as t hey were parallel to them in the police 
vehicle. Inspector Newman saw a^^^^^^^|take off ^(coat and noticed | was 
wearing a white tank top. ^’s yelling and screaming. Inspector Newman now thinks, ‘looks 
like there’s something ready to happen”. Inspector Newman keeps his attention on group, 
and remembers hearing Sergeant Kasper saying, “What’s up here?” Sergeant Kasper drives 
N/B on Columbus to Grant. 

Inspector New man heard, what he thought were firecrackers but descri bed seeing anot her 
Hj^^^^^B^acing Columbus St firing a gun. |’s firing shots at the ^^^^^^^|who 
had taken off Mjacket; he then saw multiple people drop to the ground. Inspector Newman 
says he didn’t have a safe opportunity to shoot or identity himself from the police vehicle. 
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Inspector Newman saw the shooter pull up ^Jpants up and described how ^never took off 
in a sprint. Newman remembered thinking, “Looks like |s shooting randomly at persons 
indiscriminately”. 

Sgt. Kasper drove up Grant to Fresno to cut off the shooter. Newman said he kept his eyes 
on the shooter but also described seeing many people fleeing in the same direction as the 
shooter. Newman got out of the police car. The shooter ‘sagged’ ^|way up Grant and it 
looked like | was going to meet with another person. The shooter was by the bldg line and 
Newman wanted to ‘slice the pie’ as he was tactically trained. He saw a closed business in 
front of him so he took a position of cover, drew his Department-issued weapon, and yelled 
to the suspects. He identified himself as Police and ordered to “drop the fucking gun”. 

The shooter appeared to be meeting up with another l^^^They were offset next to each 
other. Newman said, “Police”. The shooter turned to left, facing Newman pointing a gun 
towards his direction. Newman said, “I knew I was in dapger, I didn’t know where my 
partner was, I felt my life was threatened, I feared for my life and I took 1 shot approximately 
20’ away”. 

Insp. Newman was asked to describe the shooter and he says, “Wearing a red cap and a ‘doo- 
rag’ under it. ^|’s wearing a purple or burgundy sweat shirt and blue jeans or dark pants. H 
had a ^^complexion and unknown if | had ^^|hair.” 

Insp. Newman fired and again ordered the shooter to drop to the ground and the shooter 
complied. Newman’s actions after the shooting were to get on the radio. He saw multiple 
victims in the street and not enough police on scene yet. He recalled Officer Yuen was on 
scene and told him to watch the shooter.. He went to check on his partner, who was ok and 
gave out two descriptions to HQ of the suspects he saw flee on Fresno to Romolo 

Newman called for many 408’s (ambulances) and then saw a bunch of officers arrive. 
Initially, Newman knew he had two crime scenes. The 1 st scene was at Columbus in 
front of the strip joint. The second was his crime scene where he fired the shot Grant). 

Newman returned to the shooter. He verified | wasn’t injured and asked if H nee ded 
medical aid. He conducted a pat search for weapons and told Officer Yuen to cuff the 
shooter. 

Newman was asked what he was feeling and he says, “I knew I had to stop Insp. 
Newman said he saw the shooting and the shooter and he knew who the shooter was, was 
harmful to human life”. Newman continued to say words to the effect: You want to stop the 
threat but I couldn’t draw from my vehicle. There were too many others in the area. I know 
this person may have just committed multiple homicides. 

Newman was asked if the suspect responded to his orders. Insp. Newman said, “My main 
thing was to focus directly on the ^Hwith the gun. 
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Insp. Newman was asked if t he per son with the gun had the weapon and his response was he 
saw the shooter with another ^^|lnsp. Newman didn’t know the weapon was transferred 
off. But the gun was found by Sgt. Kasper; who had another Officer secure it. The gun was 
recovered approximately 2 businesses away from initial contact. 

Insp. Newman reiterated the person he detained was the person he saw fire off the gun. 
Newman didn’t know if he hit the suspect but did say he only fired one round. Insp. 
Newman gave orders, he saw a threat and got around off very fast. Newman said he didn’t 
even have his sites on the shooter and he didn’t expect 221 to become a target. The shooter 
went down to the ground and complied w/Newman’s order after the shot fired. 

When asked about the second subject, he described how he went up Grant St to the top of 
Fresno and at the vortex where it intersects with Romolo. His perception was ‘pretty close’. 
They (outstanding suspects) were in the area of the parking lot. Newman described them 
running hard and just made it to the parking lot. He remembers them in dark clothing. 


Inspector Newman viewed and made markings on a Google map copy of the area of the 
shooting.. 

Inspector Newman was asked about his training and he said the following: 8 years with Tac. 
He was involved with deploying teams to contain critical situations. He was an Active 
Shooter trainer and trained numerous Officers in the Dept. He’s been taught how to go after 
an active shooter and he tried to apply this training to t his s ituation but didn’t have enough 
personnel to do it. He stated, ‘I picked my spot to talce^l on, to protect my partner, myself 
and other people in the area. (the suspect) was shuffle walking, fleeing from the area and 
1 was in fear | was going to shoot others.” 


Newman described his instincts, when he initially saw the yelling and grouping form. He 
wanted to hit his air horn but his vehicle was not equipped with it. He felt the use of deadly 
force was not permissible at the time of the first shooting since there were too many people 
on the street. 

The time elapsing from initial on-view to shooting was less than lOseconds. Insp. Newman 
didn’t have time to call C/33. He felt it was not tactically sound until after the shooter was in 
custody. Insp. Newman remembered, ‘having many hats on’. Giving description to 
Communications, securing his own weapon, requesting ambulances for the victims, he called 
his Lt., Lt. Sainez and requested CSI. 

Newman attempted to keep persons from disturbing the crime scenes. He had to move his 
own casing because a couple that was walking on Grant and kicked his casing onto the street. 
He went to retrieve it before it was lost by a passing vehicle. Newman turned over the casing 
to Lt. Sainez and CSI team. Inspector Newman does not have any knowledge if other 
Officers fired their weapons. 
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Mr. Posada asked Newman what was in his mind and Newman answered, “Stop the force, 
stop the threat, make sure the person pointing the gun behind me didn’t get shot” 


Insp. Newman was asked to show how he saw the shooter interact with the other subject. 

Insp. Newman physically got up and with POA attorney, Shea, showed how the shooter and 
other suspect meet up. The 2 nd subject looks as though | waiting for the shooter to catch up. 
The shooter is near the bldg line and 2 nd suspect is on the street side. As they meet that’s 
when Newman makes his verbal orders. The shooter turns to | left holding the gun in ^ 
right hand, with that arm interlocked with the other subject’s right hand and points it at Insp. 
Newman. 

Newman recalled the shooter was going backwards as l|s shooting at the victims. The 
shooter has the gun in ^fliand and | arm is fully extended. He cannot recall if the gun was 
pointed upright or canted. Insp. Newman believes the shooter shoots with^Jright hand, but 
not 100% sure. 

Inspector Newman finally states he saw the shooter turn from 1 victim to the next victim to 
the next victim.

Synopsis of interview 

Voluntary statement 07/03/2010 
Inspectors Engler #239 and Pierucci #1604 


Sergeant Kasper said that he was working with Inspector Newman #1481 on 
07/03/2010 and assigned to the Criminal Investigations Unit, a Plainclothes Unit. 
Sergeant Kasper said that they were on patrol in the area of Columbus Street and 
he was the driver of the vehicle north bound on Columbus from Broadway. 
Sergeant Kasper said that they saw a group of people in a verbal argument, 
"People were yelling Frisco", throwing gang signs, and one person in the group 
had a red cloth belt hanging down. The suspect and friends were on the left of 
Little Darlings Club arguing with a group of people to the right of Little Darlings 
Club. A person who was wearing a red baseball cap pulled out a black semi auto 
gun and began to fire the gun south bound on Columbus. The suspect was backing 
up as ■ was shooting at people; a ^Hbehind the suspect in a black sweat shirt 
with a glove on Hhand was pulling the suspect backwards. A person in a white 
shirt with a red cloth belt was also with the suspect. Sergeant Kasper said that he 
observed this from fifteen feet away. The suspect fired between four to six shots 
and people were running away from the suspect. Sergeant Kasper said that he 
could not shoot the suspect who was shooting at people for the following 
reasons. He was in the drivers seat of the vehicle and would have to shoot across 
Inspector Newman; the suspect was in front of a pizza shop and there were 
customers inside. 

The suspect made eye contact with Sergeant Kasper and took off running north 
bound on Columbus and a right onto Grant Street. Sergeant Kasper said that he 
followed the suspects onto Grant Street. Inspector Newman got out of the vehicle 
near the corner of Grant and Columbus, Sergeant Kasper continued up the block 
to cut off the suspects escape route at Fresno Street. Sergeant Kasper lost sight of 
Inspector Newman between two cars as he drove forward. Sergeant Kasper heard 
Inspector Newman Say "Drop the Gun". Sergeant Kasper heard 1-2 shots, but did 
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not see the shooting. Sergeant Kasper got out of the vehicle, took the suspect 
with the red hat down to the ground and placed^! in handcuffs. Sergeant 
Kasper heard Inspector Newman said the suspect handed the gun off and the 
suspects were going down Fresno. Sergeant Kasper said that he located a gun on 
the ground at Fresno and Grant.

I. Purpose of Response 

Sergeant Walsh #1581 and I responded to the area of Broadway upon a report of 
an officer involved shooting. We arrived at approximately 0225 hrs. and met with 
Sergeant O’Leary #1150 who walked us through the scene. Sergeant Walsh placed 
numbered markers next to items of evidence while I made hand written notes and 
diagrams of what I observed. Officer Gomes #911 of the Photo Lab responded to take 
photographs and to video tape the scene. 

II. Scene Description 

The area of Broadway was very well lit with lighting from open businesses, 
signage, street lamps and from headlights of vehicular traffic. The scene primarily 
encompassed the north side of the 300 block of Columbus, the east side of the 1200 block 
of Grant St and the unit block of Fresno St. Items of evidence were found mostly on or 
near the sidewalks of these streets. It was a cool and clear night. This area was heavily 
populated with businesses, apartments, vehicular and pedestrian traffic which is typical of 
this area, especially on a Saturday evening/Sunday morning. Numerous police units were 
on scene and yellow police tape secured the scene. 

III. Observations 

Upon arrival I observed items of evidence had been temporarily marked with folded 
pieces of paper, presumably by responding patrol officers . The trail of evidence began in 
the 300 block of Columbus near Broadway with a stain of apparent blood in the street 
near the sidewalk and a bullet fragment next to this stain. There were numerous bullet 
fragments and casings strewn along the north sidewalk of Columbus Street . The scene 
continued north on the east side of thel200 block of Grant Street. At ^^(Grant Street I 
observed a possible bullet strike on the exterior wall approximately seventeen inches off 
the ground. An unidentified officer at the scene told me he believed the possible bullet 
strike on the wall could have been caused by an officer who had fired at a suspect. A few 
feet farther north on the sidewalk were some small bullet fragments. At the south/east 
comer of Grant/Fresno two officers were guarding a pistol which was in the street at the 
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sidewalk. I observed that this pistol’s h a mmer was in the cocked position. On Grant 
Street in the lane of traffic, stopped, facing north with the engine off, was a silver Ford 


Taurus (| 


). The Taurus was angled to the right towards the sidewalk. 


Lieutenant Sainez #1667 told me that Inspector Newman #1481 had fired, what he 
believed was, a single shot at a suspect. Inspector Newman, after firing, collected the 
casing, which he believed came from his gun, from the ground and secured it in his 
pocket. 

IV. Evidence Collected 


Sergeant Walsh and I took measurements of all items of recovered evidence. Officer 
Gomes photographed and video taped the scene. Sergeant Walsh collected the numbered 
items of evidence, secured them in the back of his vehicle and transported them to the 
Hall of Justice where they were processed and booked accordingly. 

' Sergeant Walsh and I later responded to the Homicide Detail to collect Inspector 
Newman’s service pistol. Prior to handing me his pistol, Inspector Newman rendered it 
“safe” by removing the magazine and locking the slide to the rear. As he did so, I 
observed a single cartridge eject from the chamber of his pistol. Inspector Newman 
handed me his empty pistol, the magazine from his pistol, the extra magazine he was 
carrying on his person, the cartridge that ejected from the chamber and the cartridge 
casing, he had collected earlier, from his pocket. I later examined the pistol and related 
items and documented the results on the Firearm Information Report found in the 
supplemental section of this case file.

PURPOSE OF EXAMINATION 

The purpose of this examination was to screen the pistol swabs (Item 20) for biological material, 
conduct genetic analysis, and compare the results against the subsequent genetic analysis of the 
submitted reference samples (Items 11 and 53). 

RESULTS OF EXAMINATION 

The barrel end swabs (Items 20A-1 and 20A-2) and slide swabs (Items 20B-1 and 20B-2) each 
contained grayish-brown discolorations, the grips swabs (Items 20C-1 and 20C-2) each contained 
faint gray discolorations, and the water control swab (Item 20D) contained no apparent 
discoloration. A chemical presumptive test for blood was positive for the slide swabs (Items 20B- 
1 and 20B-2); the same presumptive test was negative for the barrel end swabs (Items 20A-1 and 
20A-2) and water control swab (Item 20D). The pistol swabs (Items 20A-1, 2; 20B-1, 2; 20C-1, 
2; and 20D) were sampled for genetic analysis.

The oral reference swabs from 11 A) and 5 3 A) were 

sampled for genetic analysis, and the remaining swabs (Items 11B and 53B) were not examined 
and / or sampled at this time. 

Genetic Analysis 

The barrel end swabs (Item 20A-1/2), slide swabs (Item 20B-1/2), grips swabs (Item 20C-1/2), 
and water control swab (Item 20D) were subjected to a DNA extraction process. Subsequently, 
the oral reference swabs (Items 11A and.53A) were subjected to a DNA extraction process. All 
samples were amplified and typed using the AmpFISTR Profiler Plus DNA typing system. See 
Table of Results.

GENERAL ORDER 


5.01 

Rev. 10/04/95 


USE OF FORCE 

The purpose of this order is to set forth the circumstances under which officers may 
resort to the use of force. The order also outlines procedures for reporting and 
evaluating incidents involving the use of force. 

I. POLICY 

A. It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department to accomplish the 
police mission as effectively as possible with the highest regard for the dignity 
of all persons and with minimal reliance upon the use of physical force. The 
use of physical force shall be restricted to circumstances authorized by law and 
to the degree minimally necessary to accomplish a lawful police task. 

B. Officers are frequently confronted with situations where control must be 
exercised to effect arrests and to protect the public safety. Control may be 
achieved through advice, warnings, and persuasion, or by the use of physical 
force. While the use of reasonable physical force may be necessary in 
situations that cannot be otherwise controlled, force may not be resorted to 
unless other reasonable alternatives have been exhausted or would dearly be 
ineffective under the particular drcumstances. 

C Officers are permitted to use whatever force is reasonable and necessary to 
protect others or themselves, but no more. The purpose of this policy is not 
to restrict officers from using suffident force to protect themselves or others, 
but to provide general guidelines under which force may be used. If 
exceptional circumstances occur which are not contemplated by this order, 
officers should use any force reasonably necessary to protect themselves or 
others; however, they must be able to articulate the reasons for employing 
such force.

D. CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (IN ASCENDING ORDER OF 
GRAVITY) 


L, When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officers shall, to the 
extent possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more 
forceful measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would 
not be adequate, or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to 
be inadequate. The scale of options, in order of increasing severity, is set 
forth below; 

a. Verbal Persuasion 

k Physical Control (@.g., passive resister, bent wrist control, excluding the 
carotid restraint) ' 

c. Liquid Chemical Agent (Mace/Oleoresin Capsicum) 

dL Carotid Restraint

2. It is not the intent of the order to require officers to tiy each of the options 
before escalating to the next Clearly, good judgment and the 
circumstances of each situation will dictate the level at which an officer 
will start Officers using any type of force are accountable for its use. 

E. REASONABLE FORCE 

L Officers must frequently employ the use of force to effect arrests and 

ensure the public safety. It is not intended that any suspect should ever be 
allowed to be the first to exerdse force, thus gaining an advantage in a 
physical confrontation. Nothing in this order should be interpreted to 
mean that an officer is required to engage in prolonged hand-to-hand 
combat with all its risks before resorting to the use of force that will more 
quickly, humanely and safely bring an arrestee under physical control.

2. Pena] Code Section 835 a provides that, " Any peace officer who has 

reasonable cause to believe that the person to be arrested has committed a 
■public offense may use reasonable force to effect the arrest, to prevent 
escape or to overcome resistance. A peace officer who makes or attempts 
to make an arrest need not retreat or desist from his/her efforts by reason 
of resistance or threatened resistance of the person being arrested; nor 
shall such officer be deemed the aggressor or lose his/her right to self 
defense by the use of reasonable force to effect the arrest, or to prevent 
escape, or to overcome resistance. 1 ” 

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense. 

h. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

c To effect the lawful arrest/detention of persons resisting or attempting 
to evade that arrest/detention. 

dL In self-defense or in the defense of another person. 

2. Before using force, the officer should consider these questions: 

a. What actions on the part of the suspect justify the use of force? 

h. What crime is being or has been committed? 

c Does the situation require the immediate use of force? 

G. VERBAL PERSUASION AS A MEANS OF EFFECTING CUSTODY 

1. The practice of courtesy in all public contact encourages understanding 
and cooperation; lack of courtesy arouses resentment and often physical 
resistance. Simple directions which are complied with while you merely 
accompany the subject are by far the most desirable method of dealing 
with an arrest situation. Control may be achieved through advice, 
persuasion and warnings before resorting to actual physical force. 
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2. The above should not be construed to suggest that you should ever relax 
and lose control of a situation, thus endangering your personal safety or 
the safety of others. Officers are permitted to use that force which is 
reasonable and necessary to protect themselves from bodily harm. 

H. USE OF PHYSICAL CONTROL TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 

1. Frequently, subjects are reluctant to be taken into custody and offer some 
degree of physical resistance. Normally all that is required to overcome 
the resistance is physical strength and skill in defensive tactics, e.g, passive 
resister, bent wrist control. 

2. Defensive tactics are techniques intended for use when weapons are not 
available or their use is inadvisable or unreasonable under the 
circumstances. You must, however, ensure that you are capable of 
utilising physical skills to subdue a person. Good judgement is extremely 
important in deciding which tactics to use and how much force to apply. 

The force used must be necessary. 

3. When confronted with a situation that may necessitate the use of physical ^ 
control, consideration should be given to calling for additional cover 
officers prior to the contact 

4. In encountering physical resistance and/or assault, an officer's primary 
goal is to control the situation. The level of force encountered determines 
what form of defense should be exercised. When conditions permit, the 
best means of controlling a subject is by the imposition of manual restraint 
according to methods taught in Department training courses. 

a. Choking by means of pressure on the subject's trachea is a prohibited 
practice. 

fa. Rendering a subject unconscious by applying pressure to the carotid 
artery is permissible only when lesser types of restraint would be 
ineffective (see Section L, J.). 
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L USE OF LIQUID CHEMICAL AGENT (MACH/OLEORESIN CAPSICUM) TO 
ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 

1. Liquid chemical agent is a non-lethal device designed to subdue a person 
by projecting a specially formulated liquid onto the face. It is not designed 
to replace the police revolver or baton. Liquid chemical agent is a 
defensive weapon intended for use when attempting to subdue an 
unarmed attacker or to overcome resistance likely to result in injury to 
either the suspect or the officer. 

2 . In most instances, liquid chemical agent will reduce or eliminate the 
necessity for greater physical force to effect the arrest Every officer should 
be equipped with liquid chemical agent and, when practical to do so, 
should use it rather than the baton or carotid restraint 

3. MEDICAL TREATMENT. Persons who have had Mace or O.G sprayed on their 
faces shall have their faces washed and their eyes flushed with clean water 
at the scene or as soon as possible. Medical evaluation shall occur: 

a. Prior to booking and as soon as practicable, 

b. If the person is recovering normally, request an ambulance (Code 2) to 
the scene or arrange to have paramedics meet you at another location 
to medically assess the individual. 

c. If the ambulance is unavailable or the delay will be excessive, transport 
the exposed subject to SFGH for medical evaluation. 

&, If the sprayed suspect looses consciousness or has difficulty breathing, 
summon an ambulance Code 3. 

4. transportation. Persons who have been sprayed with Mace or O.C 
must be transported in an upright position by two officers. The passenger 
officer shall closely monitor the subject for any signs of distress which 
would require medical evaluation and/or treatment Hobble cords or 
similar types of restraints shall only be used to secure a subject's legs 
together. They shall not be used to connect the subject's legs to his/her 
waist or hands in a "trussed"' position. 


( 
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5 . monitoring SUBJECTS. Supervisors shall ensure that any person who hai 
been sprayed with Mace or O.C is kept under direct visual observation 
until he/she has been medically evaluated. If tlte person appears to be 
having difficulty breathing, an ambulance shall be summoned 
immediately. 


6. BOOKING FORM. Persons who have been sprayed with liquid chemical 
agent shall have that noted on the booking form. 

J. USE OF CAROTID RESTRAINT TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 


L The carotid restraint, when properly applied, is a very effective means of 
subduing a violent subject; however, caution must be used in its 
application. The officer applying the hold must attempt to ensure the 
hold does not slip into a bar arm trachea choke. 

2. The carotid restraint is an acceptable use of force in the following 
situations: 


a. The officer is physically attacked. 

b. To stop a physical attack on another person. 



c. The officer has attempted a lesser level of force and found it to be 
inadequate. 

d. In the officer's best judgement, having evaluated the particular 
circumstances, a lesser level of force would be inadequate. 


3. MEDICAL TREATMENT. Officers finding it necessary to apply the carotid 
restraint must monitor the subject's vital signs closely. Additionally, if thi 
subject has difficulty breathing or does not immediately regain 
consciousness, the arresting officer shall immediately call paramedics to 
the scene. In all cases where the carotid restraint is used, the subject shall 
be medically evaluated. 

4. BOOKING FORM. Persons who have been the subject of a carotid restraint 
shall have that noted on the booking form. 
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K. USE OF BATON TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY. The baton in the hands of an 
officer trained in its use is a very formidable weapon. If we are to obtain 
effective results, avoid unnecessary injury to suspects, and minimize 
criticism of the Department, the baton must be used properly and judiciously. 

1. The baton must be carried properly in the officer's baton ring. A baton left 
in the car is of no use to an officer in a confrontation. 

2. Officers are not to slap the palm of their hand with the baton or poke the 
baton at people as an intimidation technique. 

3. The baton, when properly used, is capable of delivering extremely 
powerful blows to stun and incapacitate an aggressive opponent It is also 
capable of delivering lethal or permanently disabling blows. Blows to the 
head, throat, side of the neck, or armpit must be avoided whenever 

passible. 

4. To properly control and therefore maximize its effectiveness, the baton 
should normally never be raised above the head to strike a blow. The use 
of the baton as a dub is generally prohibited. 

5. Striking a handcuffed prisoner with a baton is expressly prohibited (except 
as allowed for in Section I., C, of this order). 

6. Officers will carry only batons issued by the Department 

L USE OF FIREARM TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY. See DGO 5.02, Use of 
Firearms. 

M, UNNECESSARY FORCE (DEFINED) 

X, Unnecessary force occurs when it is apparent that the type or degree of 
force employed was neither necessary nor appropriate. When any degree 
of force is utilized as summary punishment or for vengeance, it is dearly 
improper and unlawful. 

2. Malicious assaults and batteries committed by officers constitute gross and 
unlawful misconduct Penal Code Section 149 provides criminal penalties 
for every public officer who under the color of authority, without lawful 
necessity, assaults or beats any person. 
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3. When the use of force is applied indiscriminately, the officer will face civil 
and criminal liability and Department disciplinary action. 

4. Justification for the use of force is limited to what is reasonably known or 
perceived by you at the time. Facts discovered after the event, no matter 
how compelling, cannot be considered in determining whether the force 
was justified, 

N. REPORTING AND INVESTIGATING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. TYPES OF INCIDENTS REQUIRING REPORTING, Officers must report the use of 
the following types of force: 

a. Physical control, when the person is injured or claims to be injured. 

h Liquid chemical agent, when sprayed on or at the person. 

c. Department-issued baton, when the person is struck or jabbed. 

cL When the officer finds it necessary to strike a suspect with his/her fist, 
a flashlight, or any other object 

e. Carotid restraint 

£ Firearm (also see DGO 5,02, Use of Firearms). 

2. NOTIFICATION/INCIDENT REPORT. In all cases in which an officer is 
required to report the use of force, the officer using the force shall 
immediately notify his/her supervisor, and: 

a. When the officer using force is also the reporting officer, prepare an 
incident report containing the following information: 

(1) The type of force used (e.g», carotid restraint, struck with fist). 

(2) Reason for the use of force (e.g., subject resisted arrest). 

(3) The supervisor's name, rank? star number and time notified. If 
applicable, the supervisor's reason for not responding to the scene 
shall also be included. 
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b, In the event that the officer using force is not the officer preparing the 
incident report, the officer using the force shall: 

(1) Ensure that he/she is clearly identified in the incident report 

(2) Ensure that the incident report includes: 

® The type of force used (eg., carotid restraint, struck with fist). 

• Reason for the use of force (e.g., subject resisted arrest). 

® The supervisor's name, rank, star number and time notified. 

(3) Or prepare a supplemental report or a statement form with the 
above information. 

3. SUPERVISORY OFFICER'S RESPONSIBILITIES. When notified of the use of 
force, supervisors shall determine whether anyone (including the officer) 
has sustained an injury and its severity. If an injury has been sustained 
which is serious enough to require immediate medical treatment, the 
supervisor shall immediately respond to the scene of the incident unless a 
response is impracticable, poses a danger, or where officers' continued 
presence creates a risk. Response is optional in other reportable use of 
force incidents. Upon arrival, the supervisor shall do the following (when 
more than one supervisor responds, the responsibility shall fall on tire 
senior supervisor): 

a. Ensure that witnesses (including officers) to the criminal incident and 
also the reportable use of force incident are identified, interviewed, and 
that this information is included in the incident report. Hostile 
situations or number of witnesses may preclude identification and 
interview of all witnesses. 

h Conduct observations of the scene and injured subjects or officers. 

c. Conduct a supervisorial evaluation to determine whether the force 
used appears reasonable and within the provisions of this order. 

d. When appropriate, cause photographs of injuries or other evidence 
connected to the case to be taken and booked as evidence. 
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e. Review the officer's incident report. 

L Record the incident in the Use of Force Log (see below). The 

supervisor who is notified of the reportable use of force is responsible 
for recording the incident in the Use of Force Log. 

4. UNNECESSARY OR EXCESSIVE FORCE/REPORTING AND INVESTIGATIVE 

RESPONSIBILITIES. Should the supervisorial evaluation conclude possible 

misconduct involved in the use of force, the supervisor shall: 

a. Immediately notify his/her superior. 

b. Make arrangements for any interviews that may have to be conducted. 

c. Prepare a memorandum of observations, evaluation and actions taken. 

5. SUPERIOR OFFICER RESPONSIBILITIES. After being notified of possible 

misconduct involved in the use of force, the superior officer shall: 

a. Conduct an investigation. ( 

h. Officers suspected of misconduct shall be advised of rights described in 
DGO 2.08, Peace Officers' Rights, and be given the opportunity to have a 
representative present before any administrative interviews. 

c. If a criminal investigator is assigned the case, the superior officer 
should confer with the investigator to coordinate the criminal and 
administrative interviews and Miranda warning. 

d. Make the required notifications to O.CC if a citizen complaint is made 
(se® DGO 2.04, Otizen Complaints Against Officers). Notify the officer's 
commanding officer when required (see DGO 1.06, Duties of Superior 

Officers). 

e. Prepare a report containing results of investigation, preliminary 
findings, conclusions and recommendations if appropriate. 
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6. RECORDING PROCEDURES/USE OF FORCE LOG/TRAJNING DIVISION USE OF 
FORCE REPORT, Every unit of the Department whose officers normally 
perform street duty (e.g., district stations. Narcotics, Vice Crimes, Traffic, 
Special Operations Division, etc) shall maintain a Use of Force Log (SFPD 
128). Other units (e.g„ administrative, investigative, etc) need not 
maintain a Use of Force Log; however, commanding officers of these units 
are responsible to ensure compliance with all other provisions of this 
order along with the following recording procedures: 

a. On each occasion that an officer reports the use of force in an incident 
report, he/she shall verbally notify the supervisor reviewing the report 
if different than the supervisor notified that the report contains 
reportable use of force. The supervisor reviewing this report shall 
ensure the necessary information is placed in the Use of Force Log. 

Two copies of the incident report shall be attached to the log. 

On the 1st and 15th of each month, commanding officers shall sign the 
log and send it, along with one copy of each of the incident reports, to 
their respective deputy chief. The deputy chief will review the log and 
route it to the Management Control Division. Commanding officers 
shall forward a copy of the log and one copy of each incident report to 
the Commanding Officer of the Training Division. 

c. The Commanding Officer of the Management Control Division will 
maintain controls that assure all unit logs are received and shall 
review completed forms to ascertain if any officer appears to be having 
problems with the use of force. If so, he/she shall notify the 
appropriate command personnel (also see DGO 3.18, Performance 
Improvement Program and Performance Improvement Program, A 
Supervisor's Guide, DM-OS). 

d. The Commanding Officer of the Training Division will maintain 
controls that assure all unit logs and reports are received, and shall 
perform a non-punitive review of completed logs and incident reports 
to ascertain the number, types, proper application and effectiveness of 
uses of force reported by members of this Department The 
information developed shall be used to identify training needs. The 
Commanding Officer of the Training Division shall report to the Chief 
of Police quarterly on the use of force by members of the Department. 
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USE OF FIREARMS 

This order establishes policies and reporting procedures regarding the use of 
firearms* 

I. POLICY 

A. GENERAL. It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department that 
officers exhaust all reasonable means of apprehension and control before 
resorting to the use of firearms. Officers, however, shall not unnecessarily or 
unreasonably endanger themselves in applying the policies and procedures 
contained in this order in actual situations. 

B. DRAWING FIREARMS 

1. PUBLIC PLACES. An officer shall not draw a firearm in any public place, 
except in the line of duty or for inspection by a superior. 

2. OFFICER/PUBLIC SAFETY. Nothing in this policy shall prohibit the drawing 
or exhibiting of a firearm in the line of duty when an officer reasonably 
believes it necessary for his/her own safety or for the safety of others. 
Officers may also draw and be ready to use a firearm anytime they have 
reasonable cause to believe that they or another person may be in 
immediate danger of death or great bodily injury. Officers shall not cock 
their firearms in these instances. 

3. JUSTIFICATION. Any officer drawing a weapon in public must be able to 
articulate the reasons consistent with this order and any other current 
order regarding the subject Firearms shall not be displayed without 
justifiable cause. 

4. HOLSTERING WEAPONS. When an officer determines that the danger is 
eliminated, the handgun shall be bolstered or the shoulder weapon held 
in a port arms position away from the person. If the person is not arrested, 
the officer should tell the individual the reason the weapon was pointed 
at him/her if the circumstances permit 

5. COCKING OF FIREARMS. An officer shall not carry a firearm in the cocked 
position at any time. 
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G DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS 

1. REASONABLE METHODS OF APPREHENSION. Officers shall not discharge a 
firearm in the performance of their duties except in the circumstances 
described below in Section I. G 2,, and only after all other reasonable 
methods and procedures of apprehension and control have failed. "Other 
reasonable methods and procedures of apprehension and control" shall be 
based upon the officer's capabilities at the time of the discharge, the nature 
and immediacy of the threat, the extent of the threat to innocent persons, 
the nature of the crime, and the suspect's reputation for violence. 

2. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers may discharge* a firearm in any of 
the following circumstances: 

a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has 

reasonable cause to believe that he/she is in imminent danger of death 
or serious bodily injury. 

h, In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person is in imminent danger of 
death or serious bodily injury. 

c. To make an -arrest when: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the suspect has 
committed or attempted to commit a felony involving the use or 
threatened use of deadly force; and 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk 
exists that the person to be arrested will cause death or serious 
bodily injury if his/her apprehension is delayed; and 

(3) After all other reasonable means of apprehension and control have 
been exhausted. 

d. To kill a dangerous animal or one that is so badly injured that 
humanity requires its removal from further suffering, and where other 
alternatives are impractical. 
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e. To give an alarm or to call for help for an urgent purpose when no 
other means can be used. 

3. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if to do so would not increase the 
danger to the officer or others, a verbal warning to submit to the authority 
of the officer shall be given prior to the use of deadly force. 

4. ENDANGERING THE PUBUC/RECKLESS DISCHARGE. Officers shall take 
extr eme care when discharging their weapons so as not to endanger 
innocent persons or jeopardize property. The discharging of firearms in a 
reckless and irresponsible manner, or while under the influence of any 
substance likely to impair physical or mental processes, is prohibited and 
subject to disciplinary action by the Department, whether the incident 
occurs within or outside the City and County limits. 

5. PROHIBITED CIRCUMSTANCES. Officers shall not discharge firearms under 
any of the following circumstances: 

a. Asa warning. 

-b. At or from a moving vehicle unless tire circumstances come within 
the provisions as set forth in Section I., C, 2., a., b., c. of this order. 

c. In misdemeanor cases, except if the circumstances come within the 
provisions as set forth in Section I., C, 2., a., b. of this order. 

A In circumstances that do not require police action. 

e. At a moving vehicle with the intent to disable it 

D. REPORTING DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS (also see DGO 8.11, Officer- 
Involved Shootings). Except while at an approved range, an officer who 
discharges a firearm, either on or off duty, shall report the incident according 
to the procedures in this order. This includes an intentional or accidental 
discharge, either within or outside the City and County of San Francisco.

INVESTIGATION OF OFFICER INVOLVED SHOOTINGS AND 

DISCHARGES 

This order outlines the rules and procedures to be followed in the conduct of all 

officer-involved shooting and discharge investigations. 

I. POLICY 

It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department to respond immediately 
and conduct a timely and complete investigation of all officer-involved 
shootings. 

II. PROCEDURES 

A. DEFINITIONS: 

® Officer-involved shooting. An officer’s discharge of a firearm that 
results in the physical injury or death of a person, even if it is an 
accidental discharge. 

• Officer-involved discharge. An officer’s discharge of a firearm that does, 
not cause injury or death to a person. Shooting at, injuring, or killing 
animals also falls into this category, including accidental discharge 
without injury. 

B. INVESTIGATION PROTOCOL: Officer-involved shootings that result in 

injury or death are investigated in two distinctly separate venues: 

1. Criminal Investigations. Investigations to determine if there was 
criminal conduct on the part of the involved officer(s) are conducted 
separately by the Homicide Detail and the Office of the District 
Attorney. 

Officer-involved shootings occurring on San Francisco International 
Airport property or in San Mateo County shall be investigated by the 
San Mateo County Sheriff's Office in conjunction with the San Mateo 
County District Attorney's Office. 
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2. Administrative Investigation. Investigations to determine if the officer- 
involved shooting was within Department policy are conducted 
separately by the Management Control Division and by the Office of 
Citizen Complaints if and when initiated by a citizen complaint. 

If the officer-involved shooting occurs on San Francisco International 
Airport property or on its surrounding areas, the Management Control 
Division shall contact the San Mateo County Sheriff’s investigators and 
the San Mateo County District Attorney's Office investigators 
responsible for the criminal investigation and request copies of any 
reports those agencies have made that are relevant to the officer- 
involved shooting. 

C. OFFICER-INVOLVED SHOOTINGS OCCURRING WITHIN THE . 
CITY AND COUNTY OF SAN FRANCISCO. As soon as practical 
after an officer-involved shooting occurring within the City and County 
of San Francisco, the following notifications shall be made: 

1. If practical, the membcr(s) involved shall notify Emergency 
Communications Division (ECD), and his/her immediate supervisor, or 
the platoon commander of the district in which the shooting took place. 

2. ECD shall immediately notify the Field Operations Bureau 
Headquarters (Operations Center after normal business hours). 

3. The Field Operations Bureau or the Operations Center shall make the 
following notifications: 

a. The on-call Homicide Inspectors 

b. The Crisis Incident Response Team (See DGO 8,04, Crisis Incident 
Response Team) 

c. Management Control Division 

d. District Attorney’s Office 

e. The Commanding Officer of the member(s) involved 

f. Chair of the Firearm Discharge Review Board 

g. Office of Citizen Complaints 

h. San Francisco Police Department Command Staff 

i. Legal Division 

j. Captain of Risk Management 

k. Secretary of the Police Commission 


( 
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D. OFFICER INVOLVED DISCHARGES. In cases where injury or death 
has not occurred, the Commanding Officer of the member involved is 
responsible for conducting a thorough shooting investigation, including 
accidental discharges. The Commanding Officer may delegate this 
investigation to another Commissioned Officer. The Commanding Officer, 
however, shall be responsible for the proper conduct of the investigation, and 
the appropriate findings and recommendation as documented in an 
investigative summary. The Commanding Officer’s Bureau Chief shall set 
an appropriate due date for this investigation. However, this investigation 
shall not exceed 45 days. Officer involved discharges require the following 
notifications: 

1. If practical, themember(s) involved shall contact the platoon commander 
of the district in which the discharge occurred. 

2. The platoon commander shall contact the officer’s Commanding Officer. 

3. If outside San Francisco, as soon as practical, the officer shall contact that 
jurisdiction’s Police or Sheriffs Department requesting that entity contact 
the San Francisco Police Department. 

4. An officer who discharges a firearm in an Officer-Involved Discharge 
shall be assigned to his or her respective Bureau Headquarters. The 
officer shall not return to regular assignment for a minimum of 5 days or 
unless, upon recommendation of the member’s Commanding Officer with 
the approval of his or her respective Bureau Chief, the Chief of Police 
determines the member may return to his/her assignment. 

E. OFFICER-INVOLVED SHOOTINGS OR DISCHARGES OCCURRING 
OUTSIDE THE CITY AND COUNTY OF SAN FRANCISCO. If a 
member discharges a firearm outside the City and County of San Francisco 
(except at an approved range or during lawful recreational activities) either 
while on duty or off duty, he/she shall follow these procedures: 

1. Absent exigent circumstances, remain at the scene of the discharge and 
notify the law enforcement agency. 

2. Immediately contact,the on duty supervisor in your unit or detail. 

3. As soon as practical, the member shall contact the senior ranking member 
on duty in the Bureau to which he/she is assigned, or the Operations 
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Center after normal business hours, and report the incident. The senior¬ 
ranking member in the Bureau who is notified or the staff at the 
Operations Center shall notify the on-duty supervisor of the involved 
member. If the member’s unit is closed, the notification shall be made to 
the Commanding Officer or Officer-in-Charge. 

F. SCENE. The member who has discharged his/her weapon in an officer 

involved shooting should limit his/her investigation and activity to the 

following: 

1. When officer safety permits: de-cock, holster, and strap in his/her firearm. 
He/she should not reload the weapon, or remove the magazine to examine 
its contents. Thereafter, he/she should not remove the weapon from the 
holster until directed to do so by the Homicide Detail. In cases involving 
shotguns and/or long rifles the weapon shall be placed on “safe” and 
isolated in a secure location. 

a. Nothing in this order shall preclude a member from taking reasonable 
actions to provide/ensure officer and/or public safety. 

2. As soon as practical, seek medical assistance/ treatment for injured 
persons. 

3. As soon as practical, protect the crime scene and preserve all evidence. 
Prior to the arrival of the homicide detail investigators as provided under 
ILF.5., no person(s) should be permitted to enter the scene except to 
perform emergency medical assistance or assist in the preservation of the 
scene and evidence contained therein. 

4. As soon as practical, attempt to obtain the name and address of any 
witness who may not remain at the scene. 

5. When an officer-involved shooting occurs within the City and County of 
San Francisco, the crime scene(s) shall be under the control of the 
Homicide Detail upon the arrival of their investigators. No persons shall 
be permitted to enter the crime scene without the approval of the 
Homicide Inspector assigned the investigation or the Homicide OIC. 

6. Nothing in this order shall prohibit a member from taking reasonable 
actions to ensure his/her safety or the safety of another person. 
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G. INVOLVED OFFICERS. The following actions will be taken in all cases of 

officer-involved shootings (resulting in injury or death): 

1. All members shall be afforded all substantive and procedural rights and 
remedies as provided by applicable law, including without limitation 
thereto the Public Safety Officers’Bill of Rights. 

2. When a supervisor arrives on the scene, the supervisor shall have the 
involved member(s) escorted from the scene. If more than one member is 
involved in the discharging of a firearm, absent exigent circumstances, the 
members shall be separated and will be kept separate from one another, 
and shall not discuss the incident with each other prior to being 
interviewed by the Homicide Detail Inspectors, If possible, the 
supervisor shall contact the investigator from the Homicide Detail andv 
ascertain if the involved member is to be taken to the Homicide Detail, 
the Investigations Bureau, or the involved member’s Station or Detail. In 
all circumstances the member shall be taken to a department facility. 

3. Members of the department’s C.l.R.T. program may assist the member(s) 
involved prior to their interview with investigators. However, they shall 
not discuss the facts or details of the shooting with the member. 

4. Officers who discharge a firearm in an officer-involved shooting will be 
reassigned to his or her respective Bureau Headquarters. Officers shall 
not return to regular assignment tor a minimum of 10 calendar days. This 
reassignment is administrative only and in no way shall be considered 
punitive. 

Within 5 business days of an officer-involved shooting, the Chief of 
Police shall convene a panel to discuss whether it is appropriate for the 
involved member to return to duty. The Panel shall include a 
representative of the Behavioral Science Unit, the officer-in-charge of the 
Plomicide Detail, the Deputy Chief, Commander, and Captain overseeing 
the involved officer's unit, the officer-in-charge of the Management 
Control Division, the Deputy Chief of Investigations and officer-in- 
charge of Risk Management. 

The Chief, after consulting with the panel shall determine if the member 
should be returned to their regular field assignment, but only after 
completion of any mandatory debriefing (per DGO 8.04, Section l.A), 
and any recommended retraining. This decision, including the factors 
supporting the decision, shall be contained in a written report that shall be 
forwarded immediately to the Police Commission. A copy of the report 
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shall also be forwarded to the Director of the OCX. This report will be 
part of the officer's confidential personnel file and shall not be disclosed 
to any member of the public except by court order. The Police 
Commission shall, at the first Commission meeting following receipt of 
the report, meet in closed session with the Chief of Police to review the 
Chiefs findings and decision. Officers shall not be returned to their 
regular duty until the Commission has met in closed session with the 
Chief of Police. 

Any determination by the Chief not to return an officer to their regular 
assignment and to continue their reassignment is administrative only and 
in no way shall be considered punitive. 

5. The officer shall receive a debriefing by the Crisis Incident Response 
Team and support as outlined in Section C., of Department General Order 
8.04. 

IT INVESTIGATIONS 

1. Officer-involved shootings. The Homicide Detail and the Management 
Control Division shall respond immediately and conduct a timely 
investigation into every officer-involved shooting. These investigations 
shall utilize the same numbering system, and be consistent with each 
other, e.g., 03-01 (first O.I.S. of 2003), 03-02 (second O.I.S. of 2003) etc. 

2. Officer-involved discharges. The Commanding Officer of the member 
involved shall contact the Management Control Division and obtain an 
O.I.D. number. The report prepared by the Commanding Officer of the 
member involved shall reflect the M.C.D. issued O.I.D. number. The 
final report submitted shall be routed throijgh channels, to the 
Management Control Division for evaluation prior to review by the Chief 
of Police. 

I. REVIEW OF INVESTIGATIONS 

1. Officer-involved shootings. 

a. Homicide Detail Investigation. The criminal investigation prepared 
by the Homicide Detail shall be completed and received by the Chair 
of the Firearm Discharge Review Board within forty-five-calendar 
days of the shooting event. If the criminal investigation report is not 
completed within forty-five calendar days of the shooting event, the 
Officer-in-charge of the Homicide Detail shall appear before the 
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Commission at the earliest possible meeting to explain why the report 
has not been completed. 

b. Management Control Division Investigation. The administrative 
investigation prepared by the Management Control Division shall be 
completed and submitted to the Chair of the Firearm Discharge 
Review Board within sixty-calendar days of the shooting event. If the 
administrative investigation report is not completed within sixty- 
calendar days of the shooting event, the Officer-in-charge of the 
Management Control Division shall appear before the Commission at 
the earliest possible meeting to explain why the report has not been 
completed. 

c. The Firearm Discharge Review Board shall convene within thirty 
calendar days of receipt of the Management Control Division 
investigation report. Within 120 calendar days following the first 
meeting of the Firearm Discharge Review Board, the panel shall 
complete its investigation and issue its findings in accordance with 
Department General Order 3.10, If the Firearm Discharge Review 
Board report is not completed within the required 120 calendar days, a 
representative of the Firearms Discharge Review Board shall appear 
before the Commission at the earliest possible meeting to explain why 
the report has not been completed.

So when you 
say your "Police ID," that's your actual 
Inspector's badge, which is a gold shield? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes, sir. 

POA ATTORNEY: Okay. And that was visible on 
your belt, right? 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes it was. 
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POA ATTORNEY: And the firearm was on your 

belt. 

INSPECTOR NEWMAN: Yes, sir. 

POA ATTORNEY: And your firearm was on the 
right side?
